My tft experiment was not in a very 
deep water; but [L foon found any ap- 
prehention of danger trom that ele- 
ment, when Lhad my jacket on, was 
very il founded, With the utmott ef- 
foris my art or ttrength could exert, I 
was convinced it was in vain to attempt 
to fink mytelf under the furface; and 
though | ftaid an hour in the water, I 
could not perceive that the buoyancy of 
my machine was in the leatt decreated. 

1 theretore immerted the Jacket tor 
hours; atter which it had 
not imbibed fo much water as to prevent 
its buoyancy, or difable it trom fup- 
porting me very falely and conveniently ; 
and yet it was in froth water, which pe- 
netrates more, and infinuates more fub- 
tily into any fubltances, than the fale 
water dees, which is of a more vilcid 
and clammy confiltence. This experi- 
ment, it may be oblerved, was made in 
ariver, anda part of it that was not 
very deep; for cannot fwim, and I there- 
fore did not think It power nt to venture 
where it was decp cnough to drown me : 
and, confequently, as it was a fhallew 
water, it was neither fo buoyant as the 
fame depth of talt water, or as a deeper 
body of frein water would have been, 

"Phe colt of the jacket can never be 
an objection, tor any perfon may make 
it. A piece of old canvats, and a pound 
of cork, are the whole materials; fo 
that the feamen would very cafily do 
the workmanthip themiclves, when on 
hoard, at vacant intervals. And as they 
arc generally pretty ingenious imecha- 
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nics, I doubt not but they would im- 
prove this machine to the greatett nicety 
and pertection, and 10 a very (hort time 
it would come into general ule, ifa 
proper beginning was dulv encouraged. 
The jacket thas accoinmodated tor ute, 
coit me 28s. a vumber would be 
made much cheaper; and | imagine 
htty men might be fitted with this fe- 
curity tor about 1. it weighed, wien 
dry, one pound and a halt; when it had 
Jain in froth water twenty-four hours, 
it weighed one pound and tourteen 
ounces.

by a cork-tandal applied to the fole ot 


each toot, by the buoyancy of which 
the legs will be fupported in the fame 
divetiou as the body with the jacket 
on. 1| made thefe cork-fandals in the 
tollowing manner, and tound them ve- 


ry helptul in ftriking, to puth mytelt 


forwards. Each tandal was compoled 
of two pieces ot cork, not thicker (hun 
that ot the jacket, meaturing three 
inches broad, and as long as the toot. 
One edge on the longeft tide of each 
piece being pared off to an hali round, 
thefe two fides were taftencd together 
by leather thongs, in two places, that 
they may told like a pair of linges. 
The thongs are lett long enough to te 
round the toot, to taften the fandal to 
it fecurely, by the middle part of that 
fide applied to its fole. On the fame 
lide the edges at the margin were rounds 
ed otf in the manner of thofe on the un- 
der lide, where the two pieces are uni 
ted by the leathern thoags.  Phree 
holes oppofite to each other are then 
bored with an hot iron tool through 
cach fide of the iandal, through w hich 
are put three finall cords, croiling the 
fandal at the upper and lower nde 
three feveral places.

of a mifhapen dwarf, who is very na- 
turally fupplied with poiteriors by an- 
other pearl. But the moft elegant 
piece, and which attracts the eves 


of every curious fectator, is the ftory of 


the prophet Jonah ; the whale, the thip, 
the prophet, and the fea-fhore, being

{utd by very large gems. Here are 
allo two other curious pieces; the one

The fixth apartment is farrounded 
with clofets, in which are the flatues of 
all the Eleétors of Saxony, as large 4 
the life, dreffed in their proper habits.

In a true peripneumony, efpecially 
where the intlammation is great, re- 
peated bleeding is the principal remedy, 
and biifters early applied are not fo pro- 
pere But when the peripneumony is of 
a mixed kind ; when the lungs are not 
fo much inflamed as loaded with a pitule 
tous matter ; when bleeding pives but 
little relief; when the puile, though 
quick, is fmall; when the patient ts 
little able to bear evacuations, and the 
difvafe has continued tor a confiderable 
time; in all thete cafes blitering will 
produce remarkably good effects, audy 
far from increafing, will generally let- 
fen the trequency of the pulle, and te- 
ver, more fpeedily than any other re+ 

On the other hand, when the fever 
and frequency of the pulie proceed trom 
a true inflammation of the lungs, from 
large obitructions tending to juppuration, 
or trom an open uker in them, blilters 
will be of lefs ufe, nay fometimes will 
do harm, except in the lait cate, where 
they, as well as iffues and fetons, are 
often beneficial, though feldom able to 
complete a cure. But as, in pituitous 
intarétions of the lungs, with cough and 
fever, repeated blifters applied to the 
back and fides are tar preferable to il- 
flues or fetons, fo thefe Jatt feem 
proper in an open ulcer of the lungs. 
The former make a greater avd more 
fudden derivation, and are theretore 
adapted to acute cables; the latter act 
more flowly, but tor a much longer 
time, and are theretore bett fuited to 
chronic dijeafes. Further, while bhiters 
evacuate chiefly the ferous humours, i+ 
fues and fetous generally dilcharge truc 
purulent matter, and on this account 
may be of greatcft fervice in inteimal ul- 
cers.

Gesrgia, July 17. 1958. 

Yo is now about three o'clock; the 

fun bears nearly S. W. and Tam 

writing m a piazza, open at each end, 
on the N. FB. fide ot my houfe, pertectly 
in the fhade; a fmall breeze at S. BF. 
blows trecly through it; no buildings 
are nearer, to refieét the heat, than fix- 
ty yards; yet Pahrenheit’s thermome- 
ter flands at 102. Twice it has 
this fummer to the tune heisht, wiz. 
onthe 2sth of June, and the sith of 
July. Several times it has been at 1¢c0, 
and tor many days fucc tively at 98, 
and did not in the nights Lak below So. 
Ithink it highly probable, that the in- 
bibitants of this town breathe a hotter 
air than any other people on the face of 
the earth. The greateit heat we had 
Jatt year was but 92, and that but 
once; trom 84 to go were the ufual va- 
riations ; but this is reckoned an extra- 
ordwary hot fummer. The weather 
wile of this country fay it torebodes a 
hurricane 5 for it has always been re- 
marked, that thele tempetts have been 
preceded by continual and uncommon 
heats. [mult acguaint you, however, 
that the heats we are fubject to here are 
more intente than in any other parts of 
the province ; the town of Savannah 
being fituated upon a fandy eminence, 
and theltered all round with high woods. 
But it is very fufficient that the people 
actually breathe fo hot an air as I de- 
fcribe ; and no lets remarkable, that 
this very {pot, from its height and dri- 
nels, is reckoned equally healthy with 
any other in the province. 

J have frequently walked an hundred 
yards under an umbrella, with a ther- 
mometer fufpended from it by a thread 
to the height of my noftiils, when the 
mercury has rifen to 105 3 which is pro- 

cigious. 
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digious. At the fime time, I have con- 
hned this mitrument clofe to the hot- 
teit part of my body, and have been a- 
jtonithed to obferve, that it has tubtided 
feweral degrees. Indeed never could 
raiie the mercury above 97 with the 
heat of ny body. 

—— This time thermometer I] have 
had thrice in the equatorial parts of A- 
trica, as otten at furnaia, and the Weit- 
India aflands; and, by my journals, 1 
do not tind, that the quicklilver ever 
role in thole parts above the 87th de- 
gree, andto that but icldom ; its penes 
ral ftation was between the 7gth and 
Soth degree and yet think I have 
telt thote degrees, with a mont air, 
more ditagreeable than what now feel. 

—— lu my cellar the thermometer 
ftands at 81. in the next itory at 102, 
and in the upper one at 105 5 and yet 
thee heats, violent as they are, would 
be tolerable, but tor the fudden chan- 
ges thit fucceed them. On the roth 
vot December latt the mercury was at 
85; on the it was fo low as 38 of 
the fame inttrument. What havock 
mult this make with an european con- 
ftitution Neverthelets, but few people 
die here out of the ordinary courfe ; 
though indeed one can fcarce call it li- 
ving, mercly to breathe, and trail a- 
bout a vipourlels body yet fuch is gene- 
rally our condition trom the middle of 
June to the middle of September.
